The "freedom of choice" is said to be a 
benefit of American culture. More often 
than not, though, one is frustrated in the 
pursuit of choices: In actuality there 
just aren't that many. Why, in a culture 
that supposedly encourages sharing and 
exchange of ideas and information, of 
world views and,even, forms of relaxtion 
are the alternatives frequently insuffic- 
ient, unavailable orimpossible? In most 
of the broadcast industry the choices are 
determined by "marketability": "Will 
Boccherinni sell.....deoderant? Can a 
black feminist woman be used to sell..... 
rock and roll records?" If the answers 
are no, then, no program. There do exist 
a few radio stations that strive to bring 
"alternative programming" to their audien- 
ces. Unfortunately, even they are influe- 
nced financial concerns, though instead of 
worrying about profit margins, the concern 
is with having the money to invest in 
production, 

The ability of a radio station to draw on 
the many programming resrurces open to it 
is a function of how much money it has to 
spend, and, in thecase of krab, the will- 
ingness of listeners to support it.

They are dull, 
abortive sounds produced by a faulty 
tongue technique and flabby lips. During 
the performance the musician arows older.
